~retary Morgenthau’s speech at the 
Academy of Political Science has been like 
manna from heaven to the Tories.

Green and Dan Tracy, president of the 
I. B. E. W., puff themselves up with righteous 
indignation and join with the head of Con- 
solidated Edison in declaring they will fight 
the Labor Board’s decision. 


These splitters of the American labor 
movement do not hesitate to form a united 
front with the very utilities racketeers who 
are leading the assault on the New Deal 
and doing their best to sabotage recovery. 

In the past few weeks Consolidated Edi- 
son fired 3,500 workers without any protest 
from the A. F. of L. union. This is in vio- 
lation of the pledge it gave the Public Ser- 
vice Commission in September, 1936, that the 
merger which created it would not result in 
layoffs. The company has also deliberately 
sidetracked ‘the expansion program which it 
promised. 

And this sabotage is being carried on at 
a time when the company’s net profits for 
the past year were $35,500,000. 

The rank and file of the A. F. of L. 
should repudiate the Green-Tracy policies 
which tend to discredit bonafide trade 
unionism. And the general public, which 
pays tribute to Consolidated Edison in the 
form of high gas and electric rates, should 
condemn the unholy alliance of the A. F. 
of L. chiefs with the utilities racketeers. 

It is to the interest of both the A. F. 
of L. members and the consumers to give 
every support to the efforts of the United 
Radio, Electrical and Machine Workers 
Union to win recognition and real union 
conditions from Consolidated Edison.

Everybody, it may be true, is for the 
boycott. But is everybody being mobilized, 
organized, won for the active struggle to keep 
Japanese goods out of the United States? 

All American labor is for the boycott. 

“Millions of peace-loving American farm- 
ers, middle class people, and others favor 
the slogan: “Don’t buy Japanese goods!” 

But the test will be in the actual reduc- 
tion of Japanese imports, especially silk. 

Senator George L. Norris of Nebraska 
has joined his voice with the millions who 
stand against Japan’s aggression in support- 
ing the boycott of Japanese goods. 

As the battlefront extends in China the 
boycott in the United States must become 
more effective. 

That can be one of our greatest contribu- 
tions to help China and to strike at the eco- 
nomic artery of the Japanese war machine.
